Died  at  the  Carryingplace  on  the  Morning  of  the  27th  of 
ij'ebruary,  I836,  Robert  i«ilkins  iisq.  ,  in  the  94th  year  of  his  age. 
He  was  born  in  I743  in  Ashbe-de-La-Zouch,  Leicestershire,  iingland. 
He  entered  the  Army  at  the  early  age  of  17  in  the  17th  Light 
Dragoons  then  oominanded  by  the  late  Colonel  Hale. 

He  went  with  his  regiment  to  Scotland,  thence  to  Ireland 
where  he  was  actively  engaged  for  14  years  -  Thence  he  sailed  for 
the  north  American  Colonies,  then  raising  the  standard  of  revolt  - 
landed  at  Boston  with  the  same  distinguished  regiment,  and  a  few 
days  after  bore  a  part  in  the  Battle  of  Bunkers  Hill,  on  which 
occasion  he  had  two  horses  shot  under  him. 

He  was  present  at  most  of  the  engagements  in  the  northern 
Colonies;  at  the  Battle  of  White  Plains  was  one  of  the  furlorn 
hope,  where  he  received  a  severe  contusron  on  the  breast  and  lost 
the  thumb  of  his  right  hand.  After  recovering  from  his  wounds, 
he  left  the  Army  and  entered  into  business  in  the  City  of  iJew  York. 
He  cai'ried  on  a  prosperous  business  in  that  city  imtil  the  peace 
took  place.   »Vhen  that  city  was  evacuated  by  the  British  i'roops  in 
1783  he  was  too  strongly  attached  to  his  king  and  the  British 
Constitution  to  remain  behind.  He  accompanied  them  to  Shelburne, 
DIova  Scotia.   In  the  improvement  of  that  luckless  place  he  expended 
a  large  sum  of  money,  but  finding  that  the  place  would  not  succeed, 
he  left  it  and  returned  to  Old  iiingland  in  I789.  from  which  place, 
three  years  after,  he  was  induced  to  follow  Gov.  Siracoe  to  this 
colony,  just  after  it  had  received  its  constitution  and  became  a 
distinct  government. 

i'rora  that  time  he  remained  in  Upper  Canada  and  most  of 
the  time  at  this  place.   The  duties  resulting  from  the  various 
relations  of  husband,  parent,  neighbor  and  friend  were  all  performed 
in  the  most  exemplary  manner.  Uo   one  ever  more  devotedly  loved 
and  respected  his  wife  than  did  the  subject  of  this  brief  iviemoir; 
her  virtues  and  her  gentleness  of  disposition  were  the  constant 
theme  of  his  discourse  during  the  ten  tedious  years  of  his 
oereavement  and  his  unceasing  desire  was  that  he  might  soon  be 
reunited  to  her. 

He  retained  to  the  very  last  his  enthusiastic  loyalty; 
this  was  notorious  to  all  who  visited  him.  Of  the  doctrine  and 
the  duty,  he  had  a  much  deeper  sense  than  was  obvious  to  occasional 
visitors. 

..hile  he  kept  house,  his  hospitality  was  proverbial,  and 
never  was  the  poor  or  needy  refused  food  or  shelter  under  his  roof. 
These  are  virtues  of  a  high  order  and  will  follow  him  into  another 
and  happier  world. 

As  a  proof  of  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by  those 
to  whom  he  was  best  known,  his  remains  were  followed  to  the  church 
and  thence  to  the  burying  ground  by  not  less  than  30O  of  his 
friends  and  neighbors.

WILKINS. —  CoJ^C^rles^W^JJdjT^,  although  not  one  of 
the  old  U,E,froyalists7  yet  having  come  to  Canada  at 
an  early  date,  and  taken  an  active  part  in  matters 
pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  country,  respecting 
military  matters,  and  especially   in  the  history  of 
the  Bay,  this  work  would  not  be  complete  without  a 
special  notice  of  this  very  v;orthy  gentleman.   The  writer 
had  the  privilege  of  visiting  him  at  his  home,  the  Carry- 
ing Place,  in  the  summer  of  1866,  and  procured  many 
valuable  facts,  which  were  imparted  with  a  kindly 
courtesy.   The  winters  of  83  years  had  left  their 
impress  upon  the  tall  and  once  erect  figure.   But 
notwithstanding  the  v/ear  and  tear  of  life,  with  many 

cares,  and  the  intractable  disease  which  steadily 
advanced,  his  face  beamed  with  a  pleasant  smile, 
while  he  recounted  many  events  with  which  he  had  had 
to  do,   Viihile  relating  matters  of  a  general  nature, 
he  was  most  unwilling  to  speak  of  his  own  services, 
and  the  diffidence  and  humbleness  of  m.anner,  with  which 
he  referred  to  himself  was  remarkable.   V^'e  have  made 
reference  to  Col.wilkins  dlsewhere,  and  will  here  allude 
to  some  events  in  his  life. 


aged 


He  came  to  Canada  with  his  father  in  1792, 
10  years.   At  an  early  period  he  too^:  up  his  abode  at  the 
Carrying  Place  and  enga.^^ed  in  business;  was  married 
in  1804  to  Miss  Mary,  daughter  of  Charles  Smith,  of 
Port  Hope,  v/ho  died  in  1847.   Elsewhere  has  been 
mentioned  the  part  he  took  in  the  war  of  1812,  for 
which  he  received  an  official  recognition.   Mr.V/ilkins 
had  for  several  days,  the  late  General  Scott  of  the 
American  army,  when  a  prisoner  in  Canada.   Mr.  v/ilkins  ' 
kindness  to  him  was  remembered  in  later  years.   In 
the  trouble  of  1836-8,  the  Government  called  upon  Mr. 
1/V,  to  take  command  of  the  militia.   He  was  appointed 
to  many  posts  of  honor  and  duty,  and  in  1840  was 
called  to  the  Legislative  Council.   Mr.V/ilkins  was 
always  exceedingly  popular,  not  because  he  sought 
popularity,  but  because  of  his  naturally  kind  and 
gentlemanly  deportment  to  all  classes,  and  his  many 
sterling  qualities.   The  very  high  estimation  in  which 
he  v^as  held  was  fully  evidenced  on  the  occasion  of  his 
death  in  1867,  when  old  friends  came  long  distances  in 
lonpleasant  weather,  to  see  his  remains  deposited  in 
their  last  earthly  resting  place.

4,  at  Verona's  Community  Centre, 
the  Wilkins  family,  some  70 
strong,  gathered  from  far  and 
near  for  a  reunion. 

After  an  earlier  life  of  sailing, 
Thomas  Wilkin  came  to  Kingston 
in  1839  from  Ireland  and  shortly 
afterwards  settled  on  a  farm  on 
the  13th  concession  of  north  Port- 
land Township  along  what  is  now 
the  Snider  Road.  It  was  the  des- 
cendants of  his  son  and  six  daugh- 
ters who  made  up  the  visiting 
group.  An  "s"  was  added  to  the 
name  60  years  ago. 

Dr.  Warren  Wilkins,  of  Cobourg, 
who  gave  the  early  family  history 
after  the  basket  lunch,  reported 
that  Thomas  was  a  son  of  Billy 
Wilkin,  a  lace  manufacturer  in 
Armagh  County  of  north  Ireland 
near  Belfast. 

The  only  child  of  Thomas  re- 
maining today  is  a  daughter,  Mary, 
of  Dresden,  who  is  in  her  95th 
year.     She  was  unable  to  attend. 

Robert  Scouten,  9  months,  son 
of  Kellar  Scouten,  of  Kingston, 
represented  the  sixth  generation 
of  Wilkins  blood  in  Canada.   ■ 

Most  of  the  returning  members 
of  the  clan  were  descendants  of 
Thomas'  only  son  Joseph  who  for 
many  years  before  his  death  was 
a  respected  businessman  of  Ver- 
ona. Of  his  eleven  children,  nine 
reached  maturity  and  six  of  the
